As with all experiments there were times of bitter disappointments, but we, like the 
spaceships with their pilots, had guides. Namely, Mrs. E. L. Clark, Mrs. |. E. Washington, 
Miss M. B. Bugg, Mrs. M. R. Cook and P. H. Williams. Since this experiment was so well 
formulated and the crewmen so cooperative, we never elected officers, however, Denniese 
Perry was appointed to represent us officially. 


During the year the crew participated in activities, clubs, contributed to the United War 
Fund, American Red Cross, and the Polio Campaign. It is not surprising that we had talent 
in a crew of 174. Many of our passengers started new courses in French and Spanish, while 
Isaiah Whitaker, Herman Taylor and Dewitt Hunter, and Edward Thorpe represented us in 
the band and orchestra respectively. 


In the field of sports Garland Hunt, Napoleon Johnson, James Lane and William Tate 
became staunch supporters of the football team while Raymond Henderson and James 
Woods attached themselves to basketball. The remainder of our crew dispersed themselves 
at will in baseball, the Glee Club, Y groups, Dramatics, etc. 


After the first experiment there were many awaiting the second start of “‘tests and ex- 
periments” (as it was with Sputnik, Vanguard, etc.). The year 1956-57 had new outlooks 
and new pilots were engaged, viz; Mrs. E. H. Perry, E. C. Rogers, M. C. Hill and Mrs. V. K. 
Newell. The co-pilots were President, Garland Hunt; Vice President, Napoleon Johnson; 
Secretary, Ellen Hockaday; Assistant Secretary, Patricia Malone; Treasurer, Herman Taylor; 
Reporter, Peggy Currin; Sergeant-at-Arms, Edward Thorpe. 


This year twenty-one other experimentalists from Washington and Oberlin Schools 
joined us to help construct our spaceship. Contributing toward the development of the com- 
plicated interior, Yvonne Simmons won an award for the best all-around typing student 
under the tutelage of Mrs. P. M. Cunningham. 


New athletic ability came to our assistance when Nathaniel Rochell, Alton Simmons, 
Wendell Smith, James Woods and the late Benjamin Curtis became members of the foot- 
ball team, and Raymond Henderson advanced from Junior to Varsity basketball. Patricia 
Malone, Denniese Perry, Ruth Toole, Barbara Boylan and Gloria Freeman became members 
of the cheering squad and Carolyn Sanders and Marie Robertson joined the marching group 
of majorettes. 


In addition to our progress in these fields we discovered many of our new crewmen mu- 
sically inclined, viz., Eleanor Nunn, Herman Taylor, Dewitt Hunter, Don Terry Hough and 
Isaiah Whitaker in band, while Patricia Guess, Owen Taylor, Annie Morgan, Carol Morgan, 
Denniese Perry and Otis Poole leaned toward the vocal area and excelled in the Advance 
Chorus. 


When this class reached the half way mark of completion of the spaceship, our com- 
manders were: C. C. Lipscomb, Mrs. S. V. Perry, Miss M. B. Bugg, Mrs. M. B. Eaton, and 
H. Cunningham. Assistant commanders were: President, Garland Hunt; Vice President, 
Denniese Perry; Secretary, Ellen Hockaday; Assistant Secretary, Antionette Spaulding; 
Treasurer, Herman Taylor; Sergeant-at-Arms, William Davis; and Reporter, Raymond 
Henderson. 


In a group of 150 crew members, talent was plentiful. Gloria Freeman won second prize 
in an All-State typing contest held in Durham, Napoleon Johnson won the title as ‘’best 
supporting actor’ at the Drama Festival held in Rocky Mount, and Robert Hinton, Ann 
Ransom, Johnese White, Joyce McCullom and Garland Hunt were elected to membership 
in the National Honor Society. We were well represented in the Student Council with 
Napoleon Johnson as Vice President and Gloria Freeman as Secretary. 


In the academic area, Robert Hinton maintained the highest average for two consecu- 
tive standardized chemistry tests and then turned his reign over to William Milton Turner.

The most exciting adventure was the Junior-Senior Prom held May 2 in the gymnasium 
which was transformed into an ‘’Oriental Garden”’.

After losing Mrs. E. H. Perry and 
Mrs. P. G. Henley two new pilots Mrs. R. Beattie and H. A. Williams joined our crew, as- 
sisted by Napoleon Johnson, President; Denniese Perry, Vice President; Ellen Hockaday, 
Secretary; Peggy Currin, Assistant Secretary; William M. Turner, Treasurer; Eula Hinton, 
Parliamentarian; and Dewitt Hunter, Sergeant-at-Arms. The following crewmen assisted in 
other areas of responsibility, administrative assistants: Mary Collins, Peggy Currin, Antion- 
ette Spaulding and Denniese Perry. Assisting the Counselor of Boys and the Counselor of 
Girls: Robert Hinton, Patricia Malone, Eleanor Nunn, Gloria Freeman, Marie Robertson.
